Potential knapsack trippers should re- 
read Superintendent Frank Kittredge's 
article in the latest Sierra Club Bull- 
etin and mentally underline paragraph 
four, "This year the company is prepared 
to sell the kinds of food that knapsackers 
would like to buy and carry with them on 
their backs." 

Food: Obtainable at the High Sierra 
Camps, Tuolumne Meadows store and at the 
Old Village store in Yosemite Velley. 
Following is a list of grocery items from 
which a reasonable variety of food may be 
prepared by the hiker. ‘eights shown are 
approximate amounts required per day ner 
person for the items selected. However, 
individual requirements differ greatly 
and the weights given are not to be teken 
as exact quantities necessary for every 
hiker. They may be used as a guide in 
making purchases and determining the 
weight of the pack to be earried. 

Pancaxe flour 4 oz., or bisquick 4 oz., 
Rice 2 0o2., or rolled oats 3 oz., or 
cracked wheat 3 0z., or cornmeal 3 o2z., 
or cream of wheat 3 oz., dried soups 1 oz.

Noodles or spaghetti or macaroni 2 oz..
